ENVIRONMENT DOESN'T 


CHANGE BALDWIN APPLES 


Bf Telciwph to The Freeman. 


Geneva, Oct. 1.—Horticulturists at 


the experiment station here in re- 
porting on some experiments with 
Baldwin apples in the forty-third an- 
nual report of the station's activities 
which will soon be available present 
evidence which they believe proves 
rather conclusively that new strains 
of Baldwin apple do not develop in 
different parts of the country be- 
cause of differences in soil or clim- 
ate. 
Fruit growers in general have 


held for some time that the Baldwin 
was undergoing a change m differ- 
ent localities, but in the opinion of 
these specialists the station experi- 
ments would seem to show that if 
there are new strains of this variety 
they cannot be attributed to a chang- 
ed environment. 


How the Tests Were Made. 


"The Baldwin apple is probably 


more widely distributed in the Unit- 
ed States than any other sort," says 
the report. 
"It has been grown in 


diverge soils and climates from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific for a great 
number of years. Many fruit grow- 
ers contend that long culture under 
these different conditions has given 
us several strains of Baldwin apple* 


"In 1911 eighty-four Baldwin ap- 


ple trees were purchased from forty 
different locations in 
the 
United 


States to determine whether distnclt 
strains of this variety have originat- 
ed under different environments, and 
if BO, what the value of the several 
strains may, be. These trees are now 
in full bearing and all produce fruits 
similar in size, color, season, and 
quality. 


"While there may be strains of 


Baldwin apple in different parts ot. 
the United States, it seems fairly 
certain from this experiment that 
they have not originated necessarily 
because of differences 
in environ- 


ment."

KOAD TESTS AND AGE LIMIT. 


Q.—13 a road test required in all 


cases before an operator's license is 
issued? 
A..—No. Up to October 1, operat- 


ors' licenses will be issued without 
road test, provided the application 
discloses that the applicant is rea- 
sonably qualified to operate a motor 
vehicle. 
After that date, however, 


all applicants will be obliged to take 
a road test. 
Q.—What is the minimum age of 


a person to whom a chauffeur's or 
operator's license may be issued? 


A.—Eighteen years.

hicle refuses to exhibit his operat- 
or's or chauffeur's license, what will 
police officers and motor vehicle bur- 
eau Inspectors do?

motorists have de- 


liberately refrained from complying 
with the law." 


All offices throughout the state in 


which operators' licenses are issued 
remained open until midnight last 
night to care for the late applicants. 


Officials regard the new law as one 


of the most drastic ever placed on 
the statute books of any state. They 
feel certain Its strict 
enforcement 


will reduce automobile fatalities and 
accidents to a minimum. 


One of the rigid sections provide 


for a jail sentence if a person is con- 
victed of .driving a car while intoxi- 
cated.

ography of herself, telling of her 
rth in Norway but her early adop- 
bn of America as her country and 
Irther told how her entire family, 
hsband, a Presbyterian pastor, and 
e children were all h\ing in the 


thousands of Italians, Jews, Slorukt 
and colored people, by gathelng thttf 
•kirU about them and moving to 
more desirable quarters in which "to 
worship God. but by staying instead 
among the people America has invit- 
ed to our shores and helping just M 
far as possible to make Christian 
Americans of them. 


Mrs. Karnell gave a succinct outline 


of the scientific racial groupings in 
Amerlct as follows: 
First, that of 


the Nordic races, composed for the 
most part of Idealist Protestants who 


to America to gain freedom to 


worship God/ana who therefore be- 
came homogeneous, this period ex- 
tending to 1872; the Slavic Immigra- 
tion, made up of some 45 different 
characteristics, all with more or less 
of hatred for each other, whose peo- 
ple brought those hatreds to America 
and have continued them here; the 
colored people, who might far better 
have been left ia Africa, there to 
work out their own salvation as a 
great nation; the Latin and Oriental 
immigration, and the Jewish inva- 
sion. 


From 1907 to 1914 this country 


received into Its bojrders ten millions 
of aliens, who coming here formec 
cities and when this happened the 
churches caught within this invasion 
moved out to American quarters anc 
the one amalgamating force of Christ 
ian religion being eliminated, these 
cities within cities remained as for- 
eign as though on the other side of 
the Atlantic. Hosts of them are Just 
as foreign today. Said Mrs. Karnell, 
"No nation on earth can assimilate 
ten million alien, people in seven 
years." 


Then came the World War, and for 


three years we put Into action th« 
alien restriction law prohibiting Im- 
migration to a minimum basis. But 
this law was fought tooth and nail by 
the aliens already here and having 
money enough to try to keep their 
particular bloc open for further im- 
migration of their own particular 
people. 


Since the World Wcr, Europe has 


made new passport laws forbidding 
its strong and able-bodied men 
to 


leave their countries, which means 
that we shall receive only the human 
wreckage from across the water, in- 
cluding the diseased and the insane. 
Right In our own state, 
since the 


war, we have admitted 2,000 insane 
aliens each year. 
Said Mrs. Kar- 


nell, "In this fight against restric- 
tion of immigration, you may choose 
your company." 


The speaker spent the day before 


coming to Kingston with the Com- 
missioner of immigration at Ellis Is- 
land detention quarters and 
she 


asked whether the women before her 
were most interested In the keeping 
«>f the laws of the land or in senti- 
mentalism? 
Whether the American 


people had a right to make laws for 
themselves and then the right to en- 
force those la\vs? 
She found there 


the whole trouble 
in that people 


carelessly believe the long sob-line 
stories of alien 
wrongs, 
without 


knowing or investigating American 
rights. 
Only recently a story ap- 


peared in a New York picture paper, 
widely read, telling how a baby was 
snatched from its mother at the por- 
tals to our country, without taking 
the trouble to state that 
it 
was 


found that the baby had a pronoun- 
ced case of scarlet lever and was put 
into the detention hospital for tho 
good of all concerned and proper ar- 
rangements made for the detention 
of the mother. 
Another recent story 


was of discrimination as to admis- 
sion of immigrants without 
pass- 


ports. 
In one case the Italian was 


an actor, and actors, artists, etc., ac- 
cording to international law may so 
enter without a 
special 
passport, 


while in the other, the Italian had 
simply got by though 
the Italian 


government, 
and 
especially 
the 


bteainship company 
bringing that 


immigrant knew it was against the 
law. 


Among those who are open viola- 


tors of our "open door" laws, the 
speaker counted the steamship com- 
panies which majve far more money 
from the steerage than the first or 
second-class passengers 
and

rebuilt their ships for steerage pas- 
sage; rotten politicians, who Mrs. 
Karnell admitted they have in Phila- 
delphia and other states, whether or 
no we admit that we have any in 
New York state. Among the latter 
the speaker counted many fine ap- 
pearing men, who were admit able in 
Uieir homes but who sold their po- 
litical birthright for a mess of pot- 
tage consisting of blocs of foreign 
votes to get into office.
